"In 1068 traffic deaths in the 
nation exceeded the 55 thousand 
mark for the first iimei From 
this we are forced to- conclude 
that American motorists arc n ot 
operating at their peak efficien- 
cy," Jerry Klebe, Executive Di- 
rector of the Lake County Safety 
Commission said today. Ho fur- 
ther pointed out that 85 per cent 
of the accidents are the result 
of driving errors. 

Most of the 100 million drivers. 
on the road today have not had 
formal driver training, of any 
kind. Driver education in * the 
high schools has proven its worth 
by. reducing the accidents involv- 
ing* trained young people by at 
least one half. It seems logical 
to conclude that similar results 
could be obtained from training 
adults. 

It has been found, that all two- 
car accidents result from at least; 
one or more of six- basic situa- 
. tiqns: <1> the car ahead ot you: 
' (2) the car behind you: 43) the 
-car approaching from the ■ oppo- 
site direction: <4> the car ap- 
proaching from an. angle at an in- 
tersection: OS' the car passing 
you: and ((J) the car you are' pass- 
ing.
